Grad 
then withdrew his motion for reconsid- 
eration, but the discussion gave tne rural 
Democrats an insight into the bitter batred 
that underlies the loud professions of harmony 
among the New-York factions. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
then reported in favor of Thomas E. Benedict, 
of Ulster County, for permanent Chairman, 
Benedict was a member of the two last Assem- 
blies, and was a competitor of Chapin for the 
Sveakership last Winter. His selection by the 
Committee on Permaueut Organization was a 
surprise to every one, as it was ean un- 
derstood that Congressman D. N. Lockwood, 
of Buffalo, was to be the man. But a hint 
was conveyed to the committee that Mr. Lock- 
wood was not acceptable to Gov. Cleveland, 
although he was the man who nominated Mr. 
Cleveland last year; yet a coolness has sprung 
up between the two statesmen since that time, 
as there has between the Governor and many 
other of his last year’s friends and supporters 
in Buffalo. Mr. Benedict was ratified as Presi- 
dent by the convention, but, owing to the late- 
ness of the hour, he refrained from inflicting a 
speech upon the audience. A long list of Vice- 
Presidents and Secretaries was read off and 
ratified. 

The Committee on Kesolutions next pro- 
sented its report, as follows: 

The Democracy of New-York reaffirms the plat- 
form adopted at its last State Convention which 
has received the approval of the people, as shown 
by a majority of nearly 200,000 at the last election, 
and they especially denounce the proposition 
that the people should be taxed to raise a sur- 
plus fund for the Federal Government to dis- 
tribute among the States. We claim with pride 
and satisfaction that every pledge therein made 
has been in good faith redeemed. Valuable re- 
forms have been wrought; useless offices have 
been abolished; the civil service has been freed 
from the debasing and injurious influences of par- 
tisan manipulation; the freedom and purity of 
eae ni have been secured; political assessments 

ave been abolished ;;Receivership abuses have been 
corrected ; od oy of local self-covernment 
bas been adhe to: the efficiency of the National 
Guard has been increased ; taxation for the support 
of Government has been reduced; a State Bureau 
of Labor Statistics has been established; the 
rights of the working man have been further pro 
tected, and the injurious competition of convict 
labor has been curtailed. Business methods have 
been the rule in the management of State affairs. 
On the record thus made, and to which it will 
steadfastiv adhere, the Democratic Party asks a re- 
newed award of the confidence of the people. We 
invite with reason all friends of improved State ad- 
ministration, irrespective of party, to join with the 
Democracy in preserving and perfecting the re- 
form in progress and in extending them to all 
branches of the State service. We heartily indorse 
Gov. Cleveland's administration. It justifies the 
great vote which elected him. He has deservedly 
won the affection of the people by his industry, 
firmness, intelligence, and aggressive honesty. The 
results make his administration one of the best the 
State ever had. 

The convention applauded the brevity of 
the platform, which was all the demonstration 
it called forth. Nominations for the State 
ticket were then announced to be in order, and 
Mr. Murray, of Delaware, opened the list by 
presenting the name of Isaac H. Maynard, the 
slate candidate for Secretary of State. The 
nomination was not _received with much 
enthusiasm. George Barnes, the eloquent 
lawyer of Rochester, followed and _ pre- 
sented the name of William Purcell, of 
the Rochester Union, in a speech that 
brought down the house. He rehearsed the 
career of Mr. ‘Purcell from boyhood, and 
dwelt upon his services to his party as an edi- 
tor for 25 years, during which time he had up- 
held Democratic principles and won victo- 
ries for others, while asking nothing for 
himself. Mr. C. A. Burk, of Franklin 
County, seconded the nomination of Mr. 
Purcell, and fully indorsed the eulogy of 
Mr.:Raines. §S. V. Halliday, of Tompkins, 
seconded Maynard’s name, and intimated that 
his nomination would do more to heal past dis- 
sensions than the selection of Purcell. Mr. 
Sayre, of Wayne, urged the claims of Pur- 
cell, and was followed by Congressman Lock- 
wood, of Buffalo, who was greeted with pro- 
longed cheers, and who made a fervid speech 
in favor of the same candidate. 

Theconvention then proceeded to take the 
vote which was to decide the fate of the Man- 
ning slate. With characteristic stolidity the 
36 Kings County delegates, clubbed into line 
by the boss, voted for the slate candidate. The 
whipped County Democrats followed their ex- 
ample, but when the Tammany delegation 
was reached man after man registered himself 
for Fureell. Irving Hall presented the same 
solid front,and by their combined votes the cur- 
rent which had been diverted by Kings, again 
turned slightly in the direction of the Koches- 
ter editor. Lester B. Faulkner was a Purcell 
man; so was the entire Chemung delegation, 
much against their will, for they explained 
that their instructions for Purcell were fraud- 
ulently delivered. The whole number of votes 
cast was 352, of which Maynard received 209 
and Purcell 173. 

For the office of Controller. Alfred C. Chap- 
in’s name was presented by Mr. Shepard, of 
Kings. W. Bourke Cockran submitted the 
name of Col. Frederick A. Conkling, who, 
he said, would be  snpported by 
the Anti-Monopoly league. ‘The ‘ bound- 
ing” Bebee nominated Senator Mackin 
of Orange. Col. E. T. Wood seconded Col. 
Conkling’s nomination, and Carl D. Ely 
that of Mr. Chapin. Chapin was nomi- 
nated by a_ decisive vote. It . 
after midnight when this result was 
reached. The convention had apparentiv 
lost all interest in its own proceedings. The 
backbone of the opposition to the machine ap- 
peared to have been broken by the defeat of 
Purcell. The machine kept a vice-like grip 
upon its delegates and noiselessly but steadily 
went on to nominate R. A. Maxwell for 
Treasurer and to tail up the ticket 
with the names of ElnathanSweet, of 
Albany, of the West Shore’ Road, 
for Engineer and Surveyor, and Dennis 
O’Brien, the Mayor of Watertown, for At- 
torney-General. Maxwell was nominated 
unanimously, all the other candidates having 
withdrawn. 

Isaac H. Maynard, the nominee for Secre- 
tary of State, is a lawyer by profession, and in 

olitics has always been a Democrat. He was 

orn in Bovina, Delaware County, this State, 
April 9, 1838. He was graduated from Am- 
herst College in 1862, and was admitted to 
the Bar in the following year. Since 1865 
he has lived in Stamford, and practiced 
both law and ~politics. He served as 
Supervisor, and as President of that town for 
several years, and was first elected a member 
of the Assembly in 1375. He was re-elected in 
1876.

of Onondaga. A combination was effected by four 
Jefierson County men and the delegation from the 
Second Crewego District.

TO BE UNVEILED AT NIEDERWALD 
TO-DAY. 

THE EMPEROR AND MANY DISTINGUISHED 
POTENTATES TO BH PRESENT — PRO- 
GRAMME OF THE CEREMONIES. 

NriepDERWALD, Sept. 27.—The dedication 
of the national monument to Germania will 
take place here to-morrow with imposing cere- 
monies. The following is the programme: 

The Emperor William, accompanied by the 

German sovereigns, Princes, and the Generals 

of the last war, will march to an open tent 

commandiog a full view of the monument. 

The royal cortége, preceded by trumpeters 

sounding a fanfare, will pass through lines of 

troops, veterans of the war, Turners, and 
choral unions from all parts of Germany. 

When the imperiai party is seated a salute 

will be fired and bells rung. A lady will then 

read a poetic address to the Emperor. Four 
military bands playing as one, which will be 
stationed at the foot of the monument, will 
play ‘‘Nun Danket all Gott,” the whole 
assemblage joining. Count von Eulenburg 
will deliver the oration. The Prussian nation- 
al anthem will then be sung by the multitude. 

Herr von Schilling, the sculptor, will unveil 

the statue, the batteries on the hill-tops of 

Bingen wili fire a salute, and ‘* Wacht 

am Rhein” will be sung by the people. 

The Emperor and his guests will then 

inspect the monument, after which they wiil 

roceed to Rudesheim, on the banks of the 

hine, opposite Bingen, where a reception will 
be given and luncheon partaken of. in the 
afternoon the Emperor and guests will wit- 
ness a parade of 30 steamers on the Rhine, 
representing the passenger and commercial 
traffic of thatriver.

CHARGES AGAINST MR. GODDARD WHICH THE 
AUTHORITIES DO NOT BELIEVE. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The Post of this 
city, whieh has assumed an attitude of hostility 
toward the Postmaster-General since be began his 
fight against the use of the United States mails by 
the Louisiana Lottery Company, to-day offers for 
the consideration of the Postmaster-General a 
case for ‘‘reformation,’’ which may or may not 


The 
Post says it has found out that Cnarles W. God- 
dard, Postmaster at Portland. Me., in deflanee of 
regulations, is not only Postmaster at $3,000 a year 
but at the same time draws a salary of $5,000 a 
ear from the State Government for revising the 
aine Statutes. A still more serious report, 
which it repeats against Mr. Goddard, is that be 
has been appropriating $1,000 a year to his own use 
out of the Money Order Department of the Post 
Office, and is, in addition, charged with 
using a rvom ip the Post Office in which to 
work for the State, paying no rent for it.

COAL MINERS’ WAGES. 


——_~.—-——_—_ 
THE RATE FOR THE WINTER FIXED IN THE 
PITTSBURG DISTRICT. 

Pittsevre, Sept. 27.—John R. McCune, the 
umpire to whom the railroad coai tribunal referred 
the question of the wages to be paid miners auring 
the Winter months, announced his decision to-day, 


The miners demanded 234 cents per bushel and the 
operators were not willing to pay more than the 
present rate, 314 cents. Mr. McCune decided that the 
rate from Oct. 1 to April 1, 1884, shall be cents. In 
the letter accompanying this deeision Mr. McCune 
says that during the past two years the miners of 
this district have submitted to greater reductions 
than have been made elsewhere, buat notwith- 
standing this Pittsburg operators have paid higber 
rates than have prevailed elsewhere. During the 
past few weeks, however, there has been an ad- 
vance of 10 per cent. per ton in competing dis- 
tricts, and although the tron trade has not emerged 
from the depression which hung over it during the 
Sammer months, he thinks it just that miners’ 
wages should be slightly increased, and therefore 
recommends an advance of 44 cent per bushel. 

Heretofore the Winter rate has always been 4 
cents per bushel, but the tribunal unanimonsly de- 
cided to accept the umpire’s decision.and so avoid 
a strike. To-morrow a convention of miners will 
be held in this city, at which an attempt will be 
made to ignore this decision and stand out for the 
4 cent rate, but itis generally thought this move- 
ment will not succeed.

A DISHONEST PRODUCE MERCHANT 


MONTREAL, Quebec, Sept. 27.—In August 
last an Englishman named C. J. Dewey came here 
from Liverpool and began business as a 
produce shipper to England. He showed letters 


from the best houses all over England, ordering 
goodsand got all he wanted. He raised $25,000 
from Molson’s Bank on the strength of bills of 
lading on shipments of goods. The drafts were 
duly honored when presented in Liverpool. 
The next shipment was on Sept. 14, and he got ad- 
vances from the same bank of $30,000, also on bills 
of lading. Whether these advances will be met 
by shipments is still in donbt, but from other 
developments there are great fears that the bank 
will lose the whoie amount, as it has been dis- 
covered that Dewey has passed forged bills 
in Boston and New-York for advances 
there to a large amount. One bank 
in Boston is taken in to the extent of $30,000, and 
the agents of a Bristol produce house in New- 
York for over $2,000. A produce merchant 
in London, Ontario, was also defrauded 
out of $1,000 worth of cheese in boxes, 
for which he holds forged securities on 
New-York. The total amount of the abscond- 
er’s frauds will reach at least $100,000. The 
detectives are after him and a large reward is of- 
fered for his arrest.

MRS. FILLMORE’S WILL. 


RELATIVES TRYING TO BREAK If BY PROY- 
ING THE MAKER INSANE. 

BUFFALO, Sept. 27.—In the contest of the 
will of Mrs. Fillmore, widow of President Fillmore, 
the relatives not mentioned in the will are trying 
to prove that she was not of sound mind when the 
will was made. in support of this theory Thomas 
P. Sizer has testified that he was called upon to 
draw a will for Mrs. Fillmore subsequent to the 
one now contested, and that at the time she acted 
queerly and showed great distrust of O. H. Mar- 


shall, who drew the will now contested, and who 
had been her trusted counselor. She insisted that 
great secrecy should be observed in drawing the 
will. She would not go to his office, nor could he 
goto herhouse. It was therefore arranged that 
he should draw the will at the bouse of a friend, 
and she should write her wishes on slips of per 
and send the slips tobim. When Mrs. Fillmore 
finally executed the Sizer will she declared the 
Marshall will not herown. She said Fir. Marshall 
bad charge of her estate and she feared to do 
otherwise than as he told her unless the fact was 
Kept from him. 

De Forest Crandall, a subscribing witness to the 
Marshal! will, said Mrs. Fillmore acted like a 
school-girl, and did not seem to realize what she 
was doing, but paid no attention to the matter ia 
hand. He regretted having been a witness to the 
will, as upon reflection he did not consider her 
— at that time of making awill. The Sizer 
will was made in the same year as the Marshall 
will—1879. 

Mrs. Susan Campbell, a sewing woman, who had 
been employed previous to Mrs. Fillmore’s last 
sickness at the house, testified that she had seen 
many thingsin Mrs. Fillmore’s conduct indicating 
insanity. On one occasion she remembered hav- 
ing seen her come into the room wearing a mask 
of a young girl with light bair, blue eyes, and rosy 
cheeks. Several times she had seen Mrs. Fillmore 
with these masks on—sometimes of brunettes and 
sometimes of blondes. Mrs. Fillmore said shehad 
bought 12 0f these masks in New-York, and that 
she used to wear them at different times when 
she went to the theatre with President Fill- 
more. At another time, in the Fall of 
1878. witness called upon Mrs. Fillmore, who 
opened conversation with her by telling Mrs. Camp- 
bell to say nothing. but to let her do the talking, 
“for,’’ she said, **those devilish ladies eome here 
and talk me to death. I wish I nad an infernal 
screw-driver to screw up my everlasting tongue 30 
that I could talk enough forthem.” This was said 
with eyes flashing fire and upraised hand. The 
remark was repeated several times, but no 
indications of what ladies were referred to 
was given. Mrs. Fillmore was suspicious of 
all her servants, kept her keys in a : 
and earried them constantly with her. 
Everything was kept locked up, evena spool of 
thread. Once the witness saw Birs. Villmore froth 
at the mouth and act very violently. Very often 
when she was receiving careful attention from her 
nurse or servants she would accuse them of neg- 
lecting her, and would throwthe pillows and bol- 
sters around the room. 

Clarissa De Viny, a sewing woman, who had 
been employed in the house, testified that Mrs. 
Fillmore found fault with the servants, and said 
they were all fools, and on several occasions when 
dishes were handed her at the table she knocked 
them from the servant’s hands, Onee, when‘a cup 
of tea was brought her, Mrs. Filimore exclaimed: 
*“Curse the name of Fillmore!” . Witness thought 
Mrs. Fillmore was sometimes under the influence 
of stimulants. Once, when a bill was broucht her. 
she said: *‘My God! Dothey think lam made of 
money?’ Mrs. Fillmore told witness she. had no 
relativeg.

And there it was that the 
Muncie Mrs. Harris met the Chicago Mrs. Harris, 
and both ; leaced ignorance of the other’s marriage. 

The Chicago Mrs. Harris made no scene. She 
simply explained that she had married Mr. Harrisin 
New-York 10 years age, and had been living witn 
him in Cleveland and Chicago up to within four 
weeks ago. Then she departed quietly, merely 
asking that she be occasionaily informed of Mr.

THIS TIME IN A BUREAU OF THE 
FINANCE DEPARTMENT. © 

JOHN B, CARROLL, A FORMER CLERK, UN: 

DER ARREST—TAX-PAYERS IN COLLU- 

SION WITH HIM IN BIG SWINDLER | 

John B. Carroll, formerly a clerk in 
Bureau for the Collection of assessments and of) 
Arrears of Taxes and Assessmen® and of Water 
Rents, has been placed under arrest as the princi 
pal culprit in what are said to have been a very 
extensive series of frauds in the bureau. A de< 
ficiency inj his accounts amounting to betweex 
$14,000 and $15,000, which has been discovered, 
covers only three transactions of a kind which are 
said to have been numerous, and an investigation 
is now in progress for the purpose of discovering 
the full extent of the frands. 

The bureau is in the Finance Department, snd it« 
chief is Artemas S. Cady. ‘To it the tax-books for. 
each year are sent after the time prescribed by 
law for the collection of taxes has expired, and 
there all taxes, assessments, and water rents in ar~ 
rears are paid. The discovery of the frauds was! 
made in the course of a general examination by 
Controller Grant of the various bureaus 
with his department. By last Saturday this 
nation had progressed so far asto show the 
crepancy mentioned. The entries in the 
showed the receipt of this sum in excess of 
amount that had been paid over to the City 
accounted for. It was at first supposed that 


amount had been received in the bureau 
retained by those who had received it, but 
closer examination of the books disclosed the 
that the money had not been reeeived at the 
reau, but that certain persons who were in 

for taxes were credited on the books with ha 
settled their indebtedness, when in reality not 
cent had been received from them the 
These persons had, however, too! 
reeeipts for taxes alleged to have been paid 
collusion with some employe or empioyes of 
bureau, and by paying them a portion of 
amount of taxes in arrears. i 

The false entries in the books were found 
have been made by Carroil, who had been a clerk 
in the Bureau of Arrears for about two years. at 
salary of $1,000 perannum. He was discharged 
March last for inattention to the duties of his po- 
sition and for frequently absenting himself from’ 
the office without permission. At the time of his 
discharge there was no suspicion of dishonesty: 
against him. His duties in the bureau did not re- 
quire him to handie the booksin which the faise 
entries wers made, but, of course, he had aeces¢ 
to them while in the office. The evidence 
gathered by the examination was placed —— 
District Attorney McKeon. and a number of tra: 
actions of the nature indicated were thorong..ly, 
sifted by bim in order that prompt action might be 
taken to secure the sus persons. r 
Byrnes was calied into the consultation on M 
day, and was requested to look up and locate C: 
roll, so that he might be arrested wnen the ease 
against him was complete. In the City Aecord 
Carroll’s residence is given as No. 18 Eas 
Forty-seventh-street. When detectives cal 
there they were informed that Carroll had never 
lived at the place and was not known in the neigh- 
borhood. It was thought that Carroil might bave 
gone to the Democratic Convention, and Detective. 
Sergeant Hickey was sent to Buffalo to search: for 
him, but without result. Meanwhile, the teati- 
mony in the case had been placed in proper shape 
before the Grand Jury, and on Tuesday an indict- 
ment was found against Carrol! for forgery in tha 
third degree under the Code, the crime consisting 
in the making of false entries in a book of record. 
A bench warrant was issued by the District Attor- 
ney for his arrest, and this was placed in the hanas 
of Inspector Byrnes for execution. 

The detectives who had been searching for Car- 
Toll discovered that his mother was living at Stam- 
ford, Conn. On Tuesday morning De'ective Ser- 
geants Slevin, O'Connor, and Rieliy went tkere,' 
and learned that Mrs. Carroll had been living at 
the Hamilton House all the Summer, and was still 
a guest there. They also discovered that she bad 
been visited at frequent intervals by her sons,’ 
Jobn B. and Charles. With this information they 
returned to this City and conferred with the In‘ 
spector. On Wednesaay they returned to Stam~- 
ford with the bench warrant for Carroll's arrest. 
They remained there all that day and night, 
At about noon yesterday, while watching the 
hotel, they saw Jobn B. Carroll coming out. 
detectives had an accurate description of the man’ 
and recognized him at once. They arrested him’. 
and told him what he was charged with Aftera 
few moments’ consideration Carroll decided to ac- 
company the officers to this City without awaiting 
the formality of a requisition. The New-York: 
officers had secured the ices of a Connecticut’ 
officer, so as to be prepared in case Carroll re- 
sisted arrest. They took their prisoner to the rail-. 
road station and boarded the first train for this 
City, the Connecticut officer accompanying them 
to the first station beyond the State line. Carroil, 
on being brought to this City, was locked up at 
Police Head-quarters. He will be taken to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office to-day. He is only 3 years 
of age. and is unmarried. 

Inspector Byrnes said last night that he knew 
nothing of Carroll's antecedents or mode of life, 
and had no knowledge of him before he was re- 
quested by the District Attorney to bunt him up. 
He appeared to be respectably connected. In 
regard to the frauds in the Bureau of Arrears 
the Inspector said that he had no id 
of their extent but he believed that large sums ©: 
money had been stolen ard that many real estate 
owners were invoived. The fifteen-thousand-col- 
lar deficiency discovered tn the accounts of 
bureau comprised only three transactions in which 
Carroll was concerned. In these casesit is charged 
that the owners of parcels of real estate who were 
in arrears for taxes had paid to Carroll or 
some person in collusion with him perbaps 
one-half or a quarter of their indebtedness, an 
had received tax receipts for the fall amount o 
the arrears on the official blanks of the bureau. 
The entries in the books showing that the taxeg 
had been paid are said to have been in Carroll’ 
handwriting, and he had no business with thé 
books in which these false entries had been made, 
The Inspector said that one of the men who had 
taken advantage of this mode of paying their taxes 
was a brother of ex-Mayor Ely. : 

“ This is but the beginning of the unearthing of 
a series of extensive frauds inthe bureau which 
will startle the community,” said the Inspector, 
“and no one can tell at present where it will end 
or whom it will involve.” 

Mr. Charles E. Chipp, the book-keeper of the 
bureau, was seen at his home last evening. He 
expressed great surprise when informed of tne 
arrest. He knew Carroll and remembered that he 
had been dismissed from the department about the 
beginning of the year ** for not properly attending 
to his business.” “It seems very remarkable ta 
me,” continued Mr, Chipp, ‘ that Carroll could by 
avy possibility have committed frauds within the 
department. Our system jis a simple one and 
not easy to do any queer work under. A man comes 
into the office to pay a bill for arrears of taxes. 
He gets his bill aud goes to the interest clerk, whe 
puts on ths interest. Carroll, I think, made on 
bills. A full copy of the bill is given to me and | 
enterit inthe books. It then goes to the sashier,: 
who receives the money, receipts the bill, and en- 
ters a full copy with all the items on his dally 
balance sheet. At 2 o'clock the accounts for 
the day are balanced, and the entries iz 
the books and on the cashier’s balance-sheet m 

agree with the amount of money in the eashier’ 
hands. Any pied rap a at once discovered, ap 
we clerks work until the error is discovered. It 
seems to me that there could be no fraud com- 
mitted by Carroll unless he was ‘in’ with the 
cashier, which is out of the question. The casbier’ 
offcais separate from the one in which Carr 
worked, and for him to go into it would be ground 
for suspicion, as he had no more business in there 
than you or any other stranger. Carroli never had 
anything to do with the money in the offices in any 
way whatever. The books of the department con- 
tain records of all arrearages back to 1840; before 
that everything is wiped out. Those records are 
examined so frequentiy that any tampering with 
them would be almost instantly discovered. Carroll | 
may bave been ‘in’ with some one outside the 
office, but I don’t see how that could hetp 
him to commit frauds in our department. It ig 
possible that he might make out Dills and collect 
them, but I do not think it probable, as we should 
certainly have foucd it out since he left the office, 
Tax-payers are very careful about having their 
bills recelpted by the proper person. I bave never 
heard a word said in our office about anything od 
this kind, aud cannot conceive that it is possible.”

AN ORANGE OHURCH DIVIDED.

8ST. MARK’S PARISH AGITATED OVER THB 
QUESTION OF RITUAL. 

St. Mark’s Protestant Episcopal Parish, in 
West Orange, is the largest and wealthiest of the 
half-dozen Episcopal parishes In the collection of 
Oranges that cluster together out in New-Jersey.

AN INSANE FATHER’S AOT. 


HE ATTEMPTS TO KILL HIS CHILD AND 
¥IGHTS WITH THE DOCTOR, 


A woman’s cries for help early yesterday 
morning roused the inmates of a double tenement- 
house at Manbattan and Greenpoint avenues, 
Brooklyn. Thecries came from the fourth floor, 
which was occupied by Thomas Walsh, his wife, 
and two daughters, one aged 18 months and 
the other 5 years. Walsh was a sober, indus- 
trious working man, but subject to fits of 
epilepsy. When Mrs. Walsh avyroke yesterday 
morning she saw that her husband was 
on the verge of having one of his old 


attacks. She ran hastily te the house of Dr. wW. P. 
Morrissey and then hurried home again. Asshe 
entered her apartments Walsh juinped from a bed 
on which he had been lying, and shouting, ** The 
end has eome! the end has come!” seized his in- 
fant daughter 4! the ankles and, whirling the 
child in the air, brought its head down on the 
floor with all his might. It was then that the cries 
of the child’s mother for help arroused the in- 
mates of the honse. A Mrs. Finnerty, who tried 
to quiet Walsh, was knecked down by a blow in the 
face. Walsh attempted te leave the house, but fell 
down the stairs almost to the first landing. The 
fall seemed to quiet him, and he accompanied Dr. 
Morrissey, who §had arrivediby this time, back to 
the second floor. Entering the front room, the 
sight of his second daughter seemed to renew his 
frenzy. He ettempted to catch the child by the 
feet, but was prevented by Dr. Morrissey. The 
madman then turned on the dootor, and a terrible 
fight ensued. 

Walsh is a powerfully built man of immense mus- 
cular development. Dr. Morrissey, himself a man 
of great strength, found that he was overmatehed. 
He escaned from the grasp of Walsh, and, running 
into the kitchen, armed himsolf with a chair-rang. 
This he brought down on Walsh's head several 
times with great toree before the madman was 
beaten to the ground. While the meu were atill 
struggling two officers from the Seventh Precinct 
Station-house came to the doctor’s rescue. Watsh 
was taken tothe station-houso and subsequently 
to the Flatbush Lunatic Asylum. The doctors say 
that he is hopelessly insane.

The skull was 
fractured and the loss of blood had been consider- 
able, but hopes were entertained last eyoning thar 
the child would recover.

The Republicans of the Second Judicial 
District have made an excellent nomination 
for the Supreme Judgeship. In his seven- 
teen years of successful practice in Brook- 
hyn, Mr. Jesse Jonnson has not only gained 
e high position among the members of the 
Kings County Bar but has shown himself 
possessed of qualities which amly fit him 
for the judicial office. A man of his profes- 
sional strength and wide personal popu- 
larity ought to be elected by the Repub- 
licans against any candidate the Demo- 
crats can name. The Second District 
has been too much neglected by the 
Republicans in the past. In 1881 the nine 
counties composing the district gave the 
Democratic candidate for Judge of the 
Court of Appeals less than 1,000 majority. 
If the Republicans of Brooklyn will lend to 
the support of Mr. Jonnson some of the 
zeal which they are preparing to display in 
their city canvass, they will at one and the 
same time re-elect Mayor Low and help to 
restore the political balance of the Supreme 
Court by a victory in the judicial district.

LARD BartLett will be the candidate of 
the Democrats. Mr. BARTLETT is a good 
lawyer, but in our opinion Mr. Jounson 
will make a better Judge.

The Republicans of Maryland had an 
altogether harmonious convention yesterday 
and nominated a ticket, with Congressman 
Hourow at its head, which is likely to com- 
mand at least the united support of the 
party. The platform is chiefly remarkable 
for demanding and promising the specific 
reforms in the State administration which 
were made the subject of a minority report 
of the Platform Committee of the Democratic 
Convention. That convention treated the 
demand for these reforms with derision and 
contempt, but the Republican Party has 
pledged itself in the most unequivocal man- 
ner to carry them out if the opportunity is 
given. If the anti-ring Democrats are sin- 
cere in their professions, the chance is now 
given them to secure what Mr. Keepy de- 
clared to be ‘‘right and proper methods in 
the Government.’”’ The Republicans have 
Democratic authority, too, for the charge of 
election frauds in the city of Baltimore, for 
Mr. Keepy said in the Democratic Conven- 
tion last week, ‘‘ We all know that Balti- 
more City has time and again controlled the 
people of the whole State by stuffed ballot- 
boxes.’’ The way to reform in Maryland is 
now open. 


That eminent experimenter, Col. Parne, 
confesses that with wooden sheaves his grip 
isa failure. He is now considering the com- 
parative merits of rubber and leather. But 
why doesn’t the Colonel try brains? None 
of that material has thus far been ueed about 
the grip. Certainly something must be done, 
and that soon. Yesterday the cable road 
service was at its worst. Cars were stranded 
all along the line, interruptions of an hour 
or more were frequent, and the wildest con; 
fusion reigned at both ends of the bridge. 


The Washington organ of the Louisiana 
Lottery Company appears to be getting reck- 
less in its fight against the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and in behalf of the disreputable con- 
cern which it champions for a share in the 
gains. It reaches down to Portland, Me., 
for a Postmaster against whom it makes 
charges with a view to bringing dis- 
credit upon the department, but Mr. 
GRESHAM does not appear to be much 
frightened, and avows himself ready 
to investigate the charges whenever any re- 
sponsible person will put them in proper 
shape. Meantime, a law clerk in the de- 
partment finds his position intolerable be- 
cause his learned mind cannot take the same 
view of the powers of the Government 
which are held by his official chief. The 
influence of the lottery company seems 
to be far-reaching, but its numerous organs 
and agents will probably find themselves 
unable to direct the policy of the Govern- 
ment in its interest. 


There will be little dissent from the opin- 
ion that the Standard Oil Company has too 
much power. The only question is how 
can the power of such a corporation be 
abridged without causing more mischief 
than is cured. Mr. CAaRrRo.t, an oil pro- 
ducer, went over yesterday the proof, which 
is already familiar to the public, that the 
Standard Company, by means of its railroad 
contracts, has attained an actual monopoly of 
the business of producing illuminating oil 
from petroleum, so that it can raise or 
lower the price according to its own inter- 
ests. But such a showing as this is of no 
practical value, unless it be accompanied by 
a practicable project for compelling the 
railroads to treat all their customers alike, 
and such a project has not thus far been 
brought forward. 


DEMUCRATIO REFORM. 


Mr. Carry is to be congratulated on 
having made a very clever speech to the 
Democratic Convention yesterday. lt was, 
in effect, the opening of the campaign, and 
he showed a shrewd appreciation of the di- 
rection in which his party can make the 
strongest appeal to the voters. His words 
were addressed only in form to the delegates 
before him; in reality they were meant 
for those independent citizens, including 
many Republicans, who voted for Gov. 
CLEVELAND last Fall. He presented the 
claims of his party solely on the ground of 
its services to reform. It had been econom- 
ical; it had courageously raised by taxation 
the money needed for the State expenditure; 
it had passed a general law for the regula- 
tion of the primaries and another for the re- 
form of the civil service, and he concluded 
by an eloquent and. poetical tribute to Gov. 
CLEVELAND. 


The unfortunate feature of the preten- 
sions put forward by Mr. Caapry is that 
they do not bear examination in the light of 
the facts. It is true that the Democrats in 
the last Legislature appropriated less money 
than in previous years, but it is also true 
that as heavy a percentage of their appro- 
priations was vetoed by the Governor. 
They authorized the collection of taxes to 
meet current expenditures on the urgent 
recommendation of the Republican Con- 
troller, who pointed out that there 
was no alternative. They passed a bill ex- 
tending the Kings County primary election 
law to the whole State, but only by the aid 
of Republicans over violent Democratic op- 
position, and the law, as the Democratic 
primaries in this City and in Buffalo showed, 
has been so fara dead letter. They passed 
a civil service law, and an excellent one; 
but they were driven to do so, at the 
last moment, by the pressure of Gov. 
CLEVELAND’s influence, and the majority 
of them were absolutely ignorant of 
what the law contained. Only within a 
week one of the deputies of Jonn KE Lty, 
the dictator of the Buffalo Convention, has 
been engaged in an open violation of the 
law, in obvious unconsciousness of its most 
important provisions. What is the Demo- 
cratic idea of ‘‘individual fitness, freed 
from the caprices of political and personal 
favor,” as Mr. CHAPIN Calls it, may be in- 
ferred from the treatment accorded to 
Kxruiy, the most conspicuous representa- 
tive of the spoils system in modern politics, 
and the most respected, admired, and potent 
leader of the Democratic Party. 

It is quite in vain to drop intofpoetry over 
such a record as this. Mr. Caarin would 
like to persuade the voters of New-York 
State that Gov. O.reven.anp fairly repre- 
sents his party, but he knows that the party 
has just surrendered, horse, foot, and 
dragoons. to Goy- -OLEYRLAND's — bit- 


terest enemy, to the man who hates 
the Governor for everything that is 
manly and faithful and honorable 
in his character or in his administration. 
Mr. CHarin knows also that the ‘‘ reform 
in the machinery of party action” which 
public opinion has demanded for so long 
has not had the faintest shadow of realiza- 
tion in the Democratic Party, and that he 
held his own place on the platform of the 
convention by the dictate of an arrogant 
and unscrupulous manager in defiance of 
the real wishes of Mr. Caarrn’s own dele- 
gation, and with no regard, or even thought, 
for the wishes of their constituents. He 
knows—or, if he does not, he would do well 
to consult the columns of the organ of his 
party in his own home—that the action of 
the convention, including the disposition 
of his own aspirations, has been made 
the subject of the most shameless ‘‘ truck 
and barter’ on the part of the managers of 
his party. These facts make Mr. Cnapin’s 
beautiful periods seem weak, not to say ri- 
diculous, They indicate that a young man 
with a ready torgue may run a brief 
career in the Democratic Party, and 
with’ the aid of Republican votes get 
atemporary reputation as a reformer, but 
that when he makes an alliance with the 
most arbitrary and grasping political ‘‘ ma- 
chine”’ that that party has lately known, he 
isaptto be found out and reduced to his 
own proper and not very high level. ‘‘So 
bountiful is fate !’’ 


KEEPING UP THE OLD RATES. 


The terms of agreement reached by the 
managers of railway lines west of the Mis- 
souri River, at the meeting in San Francisco, 
show that the old combination that controls 
the central and southern transcontinental 
lines, and all railways entering the State of 
California, has been able to preserve its 
monopoly and its high rates by bar- 
ring the Northern Pacific out of its 
domain. The problem was a simple 
one, and it was quickly solved. 
The owners of the Central Pacific, control- 
ling the western ends of both of the old 
transcontinental lines, had held in their 
hands the only railways by which freight or 
passengers could be carried between the 
East and the Pacific slope. Having nocom- 
petitor, they had used their power in an op- 
pressive way. Mr. Josepa MEpI11 told the 
Senatorial committee on Wednesday, last 
that in his opinion the State of California 
would have twice as many inhabitants as it 
now has if the charges exacted by these 
railways, built by means of Government 
subsidies, had been reasonable. The com- 
pletion of the Northern Pacific brought a 
third road into the field, and the Central Pa- 
cific group of capitalists decided that this 
road must confine its operations to the region 
near its terminus, must not underbid them 
in its dealings with shippers of freight, and 
must not interfere with them in California. 

The meeting in San Francisco seems to 
have been held, therefore, in order that this 
decision might be confirmed by means of an 
agreement, and the Northern Pacific ap- 
pears to have accepted the proposed terms 
without protest. It has agreed to charge 
the same rates for through freight from the 
Mississippi Valley to Portland that are now 
charged on the old routes for freight from 
the Mississippi Valley to San Francisco. 
This part of the agreement gives to the 
Northern Pacific a slight advantage over the 
Central Pacific in the region around its 
western terminus, and prevents it from 
competing with the Central Pacific for any 
partof the California trade. Mr. FrepERIcK 
BILurinas asserts that a person came to him 
recently, saying that Mr. Jay GouLp ‘‘ was 
willing to go into a pool to buy Northern 
Pacifics.’’ If Mr. Gouup feared at that time 
that the new road would adopt low rates 
and try to deprive the central transconti- 
nental line of a partof its California trade 
the agreement since made must have driven 
this fear from his mind. 

It appears, then, that the Northern Pa- 
cific has entered the transcontinental pool, 
although it has not yetagreed to a pro rata 
distribution of through earnings. Al- 
though the Union Pacific and Central Pa- 
cific Roads were built by the aid of enor- 
mous subsidies of land and Government 
bonds, their management has not led the 
people to expect that those in control would 
ever voluntarily reduce their rates, which 
are notoriously high. The Northern Pa- 
cific, however, having received Government 
aid in the form of an enormous land 
grant, and being connected in no way 
with the California group of railway 
capitalists, could have established lower rates, 
and thereby have served the people who 
gave it a tract of land eight times the size of 
Massachusetts. By low rates it might also 
have made the cities and ports of Oregon 
and Washington more attractive to the set- 
tler and investor than those of California, 
and might have rapidly built up the country 
around its terminal points. It may be that 
by entering the pool and adopting the old 
exorbitant rates it has not only disappointed 
the people by an exhibition of ingratitude 
but has also retarded the growth of its west- 
ern termina] region and handicapped its 
earning power. 


THE PLEA OF THE COLORED MEN. 


just been held at Louisville is a noteworthy 
event in the history of their race. Although 
the proceedings were characterized by much 
disorder and tumult, the address which was 
the final outcome is, on the whole, creditable. 
The disorder was due mainly to a conflict of 
sentiment regarding the political position of 
the colored pecple of the country. In the 
choice of officers the element prevailed which 
was opposed to pledging the colored race 
to the support of a single political 
party. Mr. Freperick DovuG.iass, who 
was by right of his distinction as an advo- 
cate of equal rights and just treatment for 
his race chosen permanent Chairman of the 
convention, made an able and sensible 
speech. He well said that parties were 
made for men and not men for parties, and 
that no party should be followed blindly. 
He urged the colored people to claim their 
rights and to do all in their power to main- 
tain them, leaving themselves free to act 
with one party or the other, as their convic- 
tions of their own interest might dictate. 
Mr. Deverass’s advice wassound, While 
the colored race owes much to the Republi- 
can Party, it should look to the present and 
the future rather than to the past. - It will

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find no advantage in binding itself in the 
several States to the support of one politi- 
cal party. Its solidarity in the old slave 
States, which are under the control of 
the Democratic Party, brings upon it 
an antagonism which is an _ obstacle 
to its progress and to the redress 
of its wrongs. The division of the colored 
vote in those States, provided it was im- 
pelled by intelligent and honest motives, 
would have a potent influence in producing 
a more reasonable division 6f the white vote. 
If once the colored voters were in a position 
to invite competition of an honorable kind 
for their political support their claims would 
receive more considerate treatment from 
both parties. 


The address which finally emanated from 
the convention was in accord with the spirit 
of Mr. Dovewass’s advice. The grievances 
which it recites are real, but for the most 
part their remedy is in the hands of the peo- 
ple of the States in which they exist. So far 
as they may be reached through the legiti- 
mate action of the Federal Government, re- 
dress should be applied by national action, 
and there is a certain obligation resting 
upon the Nation to aid in promoting 
the education of the enfranchised blacks. 
The social wrongs of which they complain 
spring from the spirit of the people among 
whom they live, and their redress will have 
to await the development of a different and 
better feeling, which should be promoted in 
every way possible by the colored people 
themselves, and by those who take a 
kindly interest in their welfare. Their 
industrial relations can only be im- 
proved by a friendly co-operation of 
all concerned in the efficiency of their 
labor and interested in their material well- 
being. There is no doubt that the white 
people of the South would share fully in 
the benefit of the improvement if they 
would aid in adjusting these relations on an 
equitable basis. As is well said in the ad- 
dress, the white people of the South can, if 
they will, “‘ settle the question of labor and 
capital between the white and the black,”’ 
and an enlightened self-interest should impel 
them to endeavor to do this in accordance 
with the principles of common justice. 


The colored people have a real grievance 
against the Government of the United States 
in the disgrace of the Freedman’s Savings 
Bank failure. Whatever the legal obliga- 
tions in the case may have been, there is no 
doubt that this institution was implicitly 
rusted in the belief that it was under the 
care of the Government. No proper provi- 
sion was ever made for its supervision, 
and in the final settlement of its affairs little 
regard was paid to the equities of the case. 
It would be a small matter for the Govern- 
ment, in view of the exceptional circum- 
stances under which it existed and was mis- 
managed and brought to ruin, to reimburse 
the losses of the poor depositors. Many 
claims have been paid which had a much 
less equitable basis. 

On the whole, the plea of the colored men 
shows an intelligent appreciation of their 
wrongs and their rights. Its demands are 
by no means extravagant, and it is gratify- 
ing for the evidence it exhibits of a grow- 
ing capacity in the race to work out its own 
salvation in the face of adverse influences 
and cruel discouragements. 


ANOTHER CULUG. 

There is yet another clue to the murderer 
of Roszk AmBLeR. On Tuesday last two 
men drove furiously up to a bridge crossing 
the Housatonic, about two miles from Strat- 
ford. One of them carried a blood-stained 
bundle, supposed to bea pair of trousers. 
They hired a boat, rowed off, and returned 
without the bundle. It is now thought that 
one of these men was the murderer of 
Rost AMBLER, that he has been furi- 
ously driving from Stratford to the 
river ever since the murder, and that 
having at last reached the river, he hid his 
blood-stained clothes by sinking them. As 
Lewis has been seen in Stratford every day 
since the murder, it is difficult to understand 
how, in case he is the murderer, he could 
have been one of the men who every day 
during the last fortnight have been furiously 
driving toward the Housatonic. Still, may 
he not have staid in Stratford by day and 
driven furiously all night? There is nothing 
too improbable to be imputed to this alleged 
fiend. Meanwhile the detectives have made 
the town drunkard very drunk, in which 
state he is boasting more confidently than 
ever that he knows all about the murder. 
Evidently he intends to make free and un- 
limited liquor while the detective sun shines. 


Nobody seems to have remarked that 
when a woman is choked to death her mur- 
derer need not necessarily be covered with 
bleod. In the mind of the detective, blood 
is so inseparably associated with murder 
that in the present case the detectives insist 
upon finding a murderer covered with Rosz 
AMBLER’S blood, though in point of fact 
her blood was not shed. Perhaps, now that 
this fact is called to their attention, they 
will cease to search for blood-stains on 
Lewis's garments, and will assume that the 
absence of such stains is conclusive proof of 
his guilt. 


BUYING WORTHLESS SHIPS. 
The other day the United States Govern- 


men-of-war. These _ vessels 
had been condemned by a board of officers 
who decided that they were not worth re- 
pairing and were utterly unfit for any ser- 
vice. For many years the only use to which 
the condemned vessels had been put was to 
furnish the Navy Department with excuses 
for obtaining appropriations for repairing 
them, and when it was finally decided that 
no more repairs could be put upon them 
there was obviously nothing to do but to sell 
them. The Government put an appraised 
value upon each of the vessels and offered 
them for sale to the highest bidder. To the 
astonishment of everybody, not only were 
purchasers found, but in nearly every case 
the vessels were sold for more than their 
appraised value. 

It may be suggested that the rotten Gov- 
ernment steamers were bought with the in- 
tention of strengthening them with paint, 
changing their names, and employing them 
as Summer excursion steamers. This is not 
altogether lacking in plausibility, for a man- 
of-war officially declared to be too rotten 
to go to sea must bear a close resemblance 
to some of our excursion boats. At the 
game time. however. it must pe remem- 


. 


bered that excursion boats must possess a 
respectable speed. A condemned man-of- 
war might be unseawortby enough to meet 
the views of a manager of the excursion 
business, but as her speed would not be 
more than four or five miles an hour, she 
would not give satisfaction. 


It might also be suggested that these 
wretched men-of-war were bought by specu- 
lators who intend to sell them as formida- 
ble war ships to the Chinese. This, again, 
is untenable. The sale of any one of these 
vessels to a foreign power would justly be 
regarded by that power as an act of war. 
We are at peace with the Chinese and have 
no desire to infuriate them, and there is no 
doubt that they would be infuriated were 
they to be trapped into buying one of Mr. 
Ropgson’s legacies. Furthermore, it would 
beimpossible to deliver the condemned ships 
to the Chinese or any other purchaser not 
residing in the immediate vicinity of our 
navy-yards, for the reason that the vessels 
are too rotten to venture out of harbor. The 
Chinese are safe so far as the Roanoke, the 
Niagara, and their companion hulks are 
concerned. They will never have an oppor- 
tunity to drown themselves in any of those 
marine sieves. 

Can it be that the purchasers are so igno- 
rant of practical politicsas to imagine that 
because two millions of dollars have been 
spent in repairing a given man-of-war any 
part of that sum can be extracted from her 
when she is condemned and sold? 1t might, 
be supposed from the cost of the condemned 
ships that they were fastened with silver 
nails or riveted with gold rivets; ‘that the 
wood used in their construction was the 
finest ebony, and that they were ballasted 
with precious stones. If this were true, 
it would be worth while to buy them 
at more than their appraised value 
and te break them up for the sake of their 
materials. But, as everyone must know, 
the money expended in ‘‘repairs’’ under the 
Robesoniah rule was not paid out for wood 
and metal, whether of a cheap or a costly 
kind. The purchasers of the naval hulks 
are looking in the wrong place if they are 
searching for traces of the money spent in 
repairs. Were they to buy the discarded 
trousers of contractors and to search the 
pockets they would act with much more in- 
telligence, though, even then, with little 
hope of success. 
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Bishoprics do not as arule run in families. 
If they did the inheritance would confute an 
ancient and widely received tradition touch- 
ing the unclerical tendencies of the sons of 
the clergy. The election of Dr. Henry C. 
Porter, of Grace Church, to be Assistant 
Bishop of the Diocese of New-York is a 
striking exception to the rule, since it ele- 
vates to the episcopate the son of one Bishop 
and the nephew of another. The “claims” 
of Dr. Porrsr, however, are not ancestral, 
but personal, and consist of the zeal, energy, 
and success with which he has administered 
the affairs of an important parish. He has 
not only extended the usefulness of Grace 
Church but has infused into its work much 
more of vitality than it had when he be- 
came its Rector. It may be supposed 
that it was his success in the affairs 
of a parish that determined his election 
to the supervision of a diocese which 
obviously needs a ‘‘ business Bishop.’’ Dr. 
Porrer has never been a partisan of either 
of the factions which to some extent divide 
the Episcopal Church, and it may be confi- 
dently expected that under his administra- 
tien the church will bear a still larger part 
than it has borne heretofore in the charitable 
work of New-York. 


The conversion of Sitting BuLL to Cathol- 
iciem, with the prospect of meking some missionary 
use of him, would have been a good thing for 
the Roman Catholic Church in the North-west. 
But the prejudice of that communion against 
bigamy threatens to upset this promising scheme, 
since Sitrixne Burt declines to part with 
either of his wives. Unless he gets drunk and 
sealps one of them before the time of his 
baptism arrives, the church will be compelled to 
doubt the reality of the sentiments he professes. 
The only means left by which the unfortunate 
But can combine bigamy and free ratiens is to 
make his way across the Utah line apd offer him- 
self to the Church of the Latter Day Saints as a 
Mormon missionary, with a more complete con- 
jugal outfit than recruits to that body usually 
bring. 


The Grand Jury in Richmond, Va, have 
set an example that Grand Juries in larger cities 
may very properiy follow. All the news-dealers in 
the city have been indicted for selling the Police 
Gazette, the Police News, and the Week's Doings. 
The penalty provided for those who sell “ obscene 
prints” is $500 and imprisonment, and the deal- 
ers hope by agreeing to sell no more of 
these papers to escape punishment. These 
proceedings under the law may seem severe, be- 
cause the dealers sell these papers without much 
thought about the harm they are doing and 
without any intention or desire to degrade their 
patrons or encourage crime, but the circula- 
tion of such demoralizing publications ought 
to be prevented in soms way, and the 
Richmond way seems to be effective. Such papers 
educate criminals and increase the amount of 
crime in any city where they are read, so that the 
authorities may properly proceed against them 
pot only in behalf of morality but also for the | 
purpose of reducing the cost of the machinery by 
which eriminals are detected and panished.

ROGERS’S STATUE OF GEN. REYNOLDS. 

Mr. John Rogers, the maker of numerous 
statuettes, bas completed in plaster the commis- 
sion for a heroic equestrian statue of Gen. Rey- 
nolds, who was killed in the first day’s battle of 
Gettysburg in 1863. The Reynolds Memorial Asso- 
ciation is composed of officers of the old Army of 
the Potomac and others. Mr. Joseph Temple, of 
Philadelphia, came to the aid of the association 
with a contribution of $25,000, and the order for 
the statue was given to Mr. Rogers without com- 
petition more than a year ago. A building was 
put up at Stamford large enough to hold the 
medel, which is 12 feet high, the figure of 
the General being 9 feet. As this is the first im- 
portant large work Mr. Rogers has attempted, there 
is much interest felt as to its success. The merits 
of the statue cannot be discussed to-day, owing to 
lack of space, but room for remarks at greater 
length may be found soon. Itisa very large and 
ignposing piece of work, and is seen to great ad- 
vantage in the atelier at Stamford, where its 
gradual progress from the rough masses to its 
present highly finished condition has afforded 
the townspeople greatenjoyment. Mr. Rogers has 
permitted many visitors to watcn his work on the 
plaster, It need hardly be said that equestrian 
statues are rarely made, especially in this country, 
and that few sculptors are thought equal to the 
task. The statue is to be cast in bronze in sections 
and put together. It was to have stood by itself in 
a small park in Philadelpbia, but it is now proposed 
to make it one of the decorations near the great | 
marble structure on Market-street.

THE NEW PENAL OOD#H. 


AN INTERESTING DECISION BY THE 8U- 
5 PREME COURT, 

Eryasron, N, Y., Sept. 27.—An interesting 
and important question under the new Penal Code 
and Code of Criminal Procedure was decided yes- 
terday by Judges Learned, Boardman, and Bockes, 
who are now holding the General Term of the Su- 
preme Court at Saratoga, in a case arising in Ulster 
County, At the last June Criminal Term of the 
Court of Sessions Michael MoTameny was indicted 
for grand larceny. He pleaded not guilty, was 
tried’ by a jury. who convicted him of petit 
lareeny, and was sentenced to imprisonment 
in the Albany Penitentiary’ at bard labor 
for one year. He protested against sentence 
being passed upon the ground that the verdict be- 
ing for petit larceny the court bad no jurisdiction 
to pronounce it, and should remit the case to the 
Court of Special Sessions. He alleged that the 
Penal Code instead of making petit laroeny a de- 
gree of larceny made it # distinct and sepgrate 
crime, and he also moved to set aside the sentence, 
claiming that it eould be ferno longera period 
than six months. Both motions were overruled. 
A motion to stay proceedings was also denied, and 
he was sent tothe penitentiary, where bo now is. 

The prisoner’s counsel appealed to the General 
Term of the Supreme Court, and the ease was 
argued at Saratoga last week by ex-Congressman 
William Leunebery tor MeTameny and District 
Attorney Clearwater for the people. The jude- 
ment and conviction were affirmed by that court. 
The case bas attracted considerable attention 
threughout the State, and is regarded as an im- 
pertant censtruction of the existing criminal 
law, particularly in regard to the length of the 
term of imprisonment, it being claimed that since 
1817 the law had been settled against the position 
maintained by the preseeution. 


ILLINOIS CROPS AND THE FROST. 


MUCH DAMAGE REPORTED IN SEVERAL SEC- 
TIONS OF THE 8TATE. 

Sr. Lovts, Mo., Sept. 27.—Reports have been 
received of several serious results from Tuesday 
night’s frost in Illinois. Urbana reports that ice 
was formed during the night and only the extreme 
dryness of plante and the ground saved mueh of 
the vegetation. Corn was cut in many places, es- 


pecially on the low grounds. There is very little 
ripe corn in the county. The sorghum crop is re- 

orted to be injdred in many places. About one- 
ourth of the standing broom-corn is cut, but not 
wholly ruined. In the section of country sur- 
rounding Pana heavy frosts fell, but the corn ja too 
far advanced to be damaged. Garden crops were, 
however, badly nipped. Near Pana, Ill., the corn 
crop was hurt, but not seriously, and it will aver- 
age 25 busheis to the acre. 

In Douglas County much damage was done to 
crops .nd vegetables, and a large proportion of the 
late corn will be spoiled, Joliet, in Wil: County, 
reports that the heavy frost did Incaleulable tn- 
jury to the corn crop in that section, but little of 
which was so far advaneed as to be ut of danger. 
The crop at best will be soft, and fit only for 
feeding. 

Clark County was visited with a heavy frost last 
night, the second one this Fall. The corn is far 
erough along to be out of danger, and the only 
effect will be to hasten its ripening. Sweet pota- 
toes, tomatoes, &¢., were badly nipped. Only 
prompt cutting of the vines saved the sweet 
potatoes. 


CxicaGo, Sept. 27.—Reports of frost the 
last two nights continue to pour in, but as a rule 
corn is pretty well out of danger on the bigh iands 
in lilinois and Iowa, but the crop in Wisconsin is 
very badly injured. Frosts from now vn will only 
injure the fringe of the corn belt, and the crop is 
assured as it stands.

It is known that before the convention 
assembled & message was sent to Mr. Prince, 
who is abroad on aceount of his wife’s pre- 
carious health, in reference to the nom- 
ination, and that his reply evinced 
an unwillingness to accept it. It is 
claimed that nothing has been received from him 
since he was notified that his name had been 
placed second on the ticket, and the committee do 
not believe that Mr. Prinee intends that his rep! 
to the message intimating that he would be nomi- 
nated sball be regarded as a declination of such 
nomination now that it is made. 

The Giode (Democrat) says Mr, Prince has not 
withdrawn, while the Post (Democrat) editorially 
accepts the report as authentie, and suggests as a 
substitute Bowerman or Charles Theodore Russell, 
if either could be induced to stand. 

The Herald will say: **A member of the Demo- 
cratic old line who hopes Prince will refuse the 
nomination said that no definite information had 
been received. He felt that the nomination was 
a part of the Governor's plan to get Prince 
outof his way in national politics, for in the very 
probable event of the re-election of Ames, the im- 
pression would be given to the Democrats of the 
country that at home Prince is not so strong 
as has been supposed. Thus would the move- 
ment to put Prince on the national ticket for Vice- 
President be killed. Of course, two Eastern men 
could not be nominated on the national ticket, 
and Prince’s removal would give Butler a 
clear field in the Eastern States.

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METHODS OF RAILROADS

THE PACIFIC LINES SETTLING 
THEIR DIFYVICULTIES. 
ARRANGEMENTS TO CONFINE THE NORTHERN 
PACIFICO TO ITS OWN TERRITORY—CON- 
TROL OF THE ATLANTIC AND PACIFIO. 
San Francisco, Sept. 27.—The railroad 
managers of the lines west of the Miesouri River at 
yesterday’s meeting practically closed their labors 
by the adeption of agreements the substance of 
which is as follows: Portiand and San Francisco 
are to be common points, taking the same rates to 
and from the East. The Northern Pacific is to 
make the same threugh rates to San Francisco by 
way of Portland that the other roads make to San 
Francisco direct, and the latter are to make the 


same through rates to Portland by way of San 
Francisco that the Northern Pacific makes to 
Portiand direct, All the lines are to maintain the 
present regular rates, except as modifications are 
hereafter to be mutually agreed upon. A Com- 
missioner is to be appointed empowered to settle all 
disputed points, and enforce a penalty en any com- 
any Violating the agreement. The Northern 
acific is given some advantages north of the Cali- 
fornia State line to points other than Pertland and 
Astoria; the other lincs are given corresponding 
advantages to points in California other than San 
Francisev. The agreement goes into effect on the 
first of next month, and expires by limitation en 
Dec. 31, 1584, but it is terminable at any time on 9 
days’ notice from any ef the companies. NoCom- 
missioner was selected. but an appointment will ve 
wade as soon as possible. 
it is the opinion of the railroad managers outside 
of the Northern Pacific representatives that the 
practical working of the arrangement will be to 
confine the Northern Pacific to its own territory, 
as thatroad cannot afford to pay water freights 
between Portland and San Francisco, which, uuder 
the agreement. it will be obliged to do, and, in ad- 
dition, to break bulk at Portiand if the com- 
pany seeks to divert businegjs to and from 
California from the old overland routes. 
No changes were made in through rates. 
The Northern Pacific will adept the same 
rates on through freight to and from Portland as 
those whieh have been in existence on the old 
route between the East and San Francisco. The 
question of the control of the Atlantic and Pacific 
was not raised, an understanding on this point 
having been reached by the Southern Pacific and 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Roads, which be- 
tween them hold nearly ail the stock. The roads 
outside of the Northern Pacitic wiil, among them- 
selves, continue to maintain the same proportions 
in the distribution of through earnings as hereto- 
re.

GOOD FOR THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 
‘WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Commissioner Arm- 
strong, of the Railroad Bureau of the Interior De- 
partment, has just returned from afour month's 
tour of inspection over the land grant railroads in 


the West. Starting trom New-Orleans, the Com- 
missioner examined the Southern Pacific Railroad 
and its branehes, and the completed portion of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad as far as the Colorado 
River. He then traveled through Southern Cali- 
fornia to San Francisco on the Southern Pacific. 
then over the California and Oregon Railroad 
as far as it was done, and thence by stage to 
Portiand. He reports that the gap of 258 
milesin the last named road, between Redaing, 
Cal.,and Glendale, Oregon, is being rapidly re- 
duced. A visit was next made to the Yellowstone 
National Park for the purpose of deciding upon 
the expediency of allowing the construction of a 
railroad through it. After witnessing the driving 
of the last spike upon the Northern Pacific Road 
the Commissioner returned to Washington. He 
speaks very confidently of the possibilities of the 
country through which the Northern Pacific 
Railroad runs, and says that in his opinion that 
road is destined to become one of the most 
rosperous in the United States. He believed that 
t will not be go much obstructed by snow as are 
the Union and Central Pacific Roads, on account 
of the nature of the country it traverses, and its 
easicr passes through the mountains. The Bozeman 
and Mullin tunnels. he says, will probably be com- 
pleted this year. The Commissioner also reports 
that the Southern Pacific Road is doing a good 
business, but he does not think that the country 
tributary to it is valuable as that traversed by the 
Northern Pacific. There are large tracts of waste 
lands along it, which can never be reclaimed 
from the desert, as well as other extensive tracts 
that can be developed only by irrigation. Assist- 
ants of the Commissioner who were sent to in- 
spect the Central and Union Pacific Railroads re- 
port that those roads are in admirable order.

BONDHOLDERS IN CONFERENCE. 
Boston, Sept. 27.—A meeting of the bona- 
holders of the Toledo, Cincinnati and 8t. Louis 
Railroad was held at the Parker House to-day, about 
100 gentlemen being present. The meeting was 
called to consider the general interests of the 


security-holders of the road and the proposed 
changes in the Receivership. A resolution was 
passed that separate Receivers, under the several 
mortgages of the constituent companies forming 
the railroad, will be injurious to each —— 
portion thereof, and muet necesearily result ina 

t pecuniary loss. A sharp debate fol- 
owed, Mr. Johnson, of Cincinnati, object- 
ing to the two gentlomen named as a 
committee to represent the interests of the Cin- 
einnati Northern, which is a portion of the system, 
and whose bondholders are trying to take 
it out of the jurisdiction of the general Re- 
ceiver. The names of Albert Nutter and 
Jobn Ryan were added to the committee 
representing the Cincinnati Northern and a list of 
names representing eaeh division comprising the 
system and the various trusts and securities of the 
road was adopted. The committee numbers 26, 
theCincinnati Northern having four representatives 
and all the other divisions, trusts, &¢., two each. 
It was Aoted that this committee be requested to 
use all its efforts to keep the system to- 
gether under a Receiver, looking to no plan 
of reorganization until the road is com- 
pleted and the earnings justify. such ac- 
tion; and that the committee be further 
requested to use its efforte to prevent the issu- 
ance of any more Receivers’ certificates than 
are absolutely necessary to complete the road 
and equip it. Some of the bondholders 
thought the committee ought not to be 
instructed, as it would seem to 0be 
an effort to coerce the action of Judge Baxter in 
Ohio as te the appointment ef Receiver Dwight. 
It was resolved that the committee appointed on 
the matter of debenture bonds be instructed to 
collect ail outstanding amounts on debenture and 
subscriptions; that they be authorized to use 
the name of the corporation for this purpose, and, 
so far as the co-operation of the Receiver is con- 
cerned, that it be secured by them, and thet the 
money, as fast as it is collected, be paid over to 
the Receiver, to be used in accordeace with its 
original design.

THE CONNECTICUT AIR LINE. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 27.—The pro- 
moters of the old Parailel or Connecticut Air Line 
Railroad, whose line has already beer accepted be- 
tween New-Haven and Norwalk, are busily en- 
gaged in perfecting their land maps, which must be 
filed with the Town Clerk in each town through 
which the road is to pass within 90 days of the ap- 


proval of the line. When they are finished and 
filed the lay-out will be ready for the contractors, 
whose figures will be based on the new maps. 
When Norwalk is reached, the same work wili be 
begun for the remainder of the line between 
that town and Greenwich as soon as that 
portion has been approved by the Commissioners. 
This wili doubtless be the result of a hearingto be 
held in Norwalk Oct. 24. Construction will be be- 
gun in December, it isthought. The right of way 
has been already secured through Milford and 
Stratford between New-Haven and the town line 
of Bridgeport, with only two or three exceptions. 
Public bighways will be crossed above or below 
grade. Only two drawbridges will be built—one 
over the Housatonic River and another at West- 
port. The road crosses the Naugatuck Railroad at 
a point nearly amile above the Consolidated Road, 
running above the grade of the former. After 
reaching Bridgeport the live intersects the Housa- 
tonic Ratlroad and crosses below grade. No grade 
above ‘380 feet to tthe mile oceurs on the line, 
end at no peint is there a curve of more than three 
degrees.

THE DIFFERENTIAL FARES, 
CONCLUDING THE DISCUSSION OF EAST- 
BOUND BUSINESS. 

The Joint Executive Committee (passenger 
department) of the trunk lines and Eastern and 
Western railroads took up a good part of its ses- 
sion yesterday with a discussion of differential 
fares between St. Louis and New-York, Some 


radical ehanges were made in the rates. The 
Lake Erie and Western was the only road allowed 
to retain the low differentia! of $20 75. The Penn- 
sylvania’s tariff rate of $24 25 wes not changed, 
but the rate of no other road was put up to that 
limit. The rates for the different roads were 
fixed between those extremes. with advances 
jin mest instances, Before the rates go into 
effect, which will probably be Oct. 1, the entire 
sehedule will be issued in offeialform. ‘The rate 
of the Ohio and Mississippi. which was the 
same asthe Lake Erie and Western, wae advanced 
en account of its impreved service, which, in the 
decision of Commissioner Fink, was teken as 
pees iton a level with lines charging a higher 
rate. 

The reply from the Erie, whether it would accept 
the decision of the commission depriving it of its 
differential on second class business, east bound, 
between Chicago and New-York, without appeal. 
Was not received. As the Baltimore and Ohlo was 
the only road allowed the advantage of a differ- 
ential rate on seeond class business between Chi- 
cago and New-York, arguments were made 
in favor of the entire abolition of dif- 
ferentials on that class, making the rate 
by all roade alike. It was argued thatif only one 
road was to have a differential, all the roads ought 
to be placed on one level and the business allowed 
to take its natural course. The arguments availed 
nothing. Unless the subject should be reopened 
the consideration of east-bound business is con- 
cluded, and the Erie will retain its eld differential 
of $18 50, against the tariff rate of $20 on first 
class business between Chicago and New-York. 
This will enable the Erie to keep the heavy volume 
of business which its new line and fine equipment 
has secured forit. The question of percentages 
has not been reached yet. The progress, on the 
whole, has been slow, owing tothe many points 
discussed. The application of the St. Louis and 
Toledo Narrow Gauge Road for admission to the 
pool has not yet been acted on. The order for to- 
day is west-bound business. It is likely that the 
rates made for east-bound business will apply on 
the west bound. If there are any changes they will 
not be important ones. The meeting may end to- 


day. 
NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

The work on the West Shore Road has now 
advanced so far that the running of regular trains 
between New-York and Syracuse will be begun 
next Monday, Oct. 1. 

The attention of Secretary E. Z. Penfield, of the 
Panama Railroad Company, was called yesterday 
to the recently published statement that the Gov- 


ernment of the State of Panama had determined 
to mortgage the Panama Railroad subsidy for four 
years for the purpose of raising $100,000. Mr. Pen- 
field said that tne Panama Railroad Company was 
bound by contract to pay $25,000 a year to the 
State of Panama. The State authorities might 
borrow money on that agreement, he supposed, if 
they could find anybody who would /end-it to 
them. He did not know of any negotiations of 
that kind pending, however. 


Boston, Sept. 27.—Ata meeting of the D1- 
rectors’ of the Boston and Albany Railroad Com- 
pany to-day it was voted that the Treasurer be 
authorized to distribute to-morrow to the pri- 
vate stockholders of the corporation one share 
of stock for every 10 shares held by them re- 
spectively, and to issue assignab’e  certifi- 
cates for fractional rights convertible into 
stock at the rate of one share for every 10 rights, 
if presented at the Treasurer's office on or before 
Dec. 20, 1888, in lots of 10 or multiples thereof. 
The result of this action will be that about 17,000 
of the 24,000 shares of the eompany’s stock which 
was purchased of the Commonwealth a few months 
ago will be distributed among the stockholders, 
This distribution can hardly be called a gift, unless 
the steck continues to be werth above $160 per 
sharein the market, for the 5 ver cent. bonds of 
the corporation, running 20 years,to the amount 
of $160 for each share purchased of the State, are 
outstanding. 


TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 27.—Chancellor Run- 
yon this afternoon filed an order dismissing the 
injunction by which it was sougbtto restrain the 
Philadelphia ana Reading Railroad from complet- 
ing a new bridge, recently begun, at a heightened 
grade, over the tracks of the Central Railroad of 
New-Jersey at Communipaw-avenue, Jersey City. 
The order of the court is that the completion of 
the bridge be allowed, without prejudice, however, 
to the complainant's right to have the bridge, when 
built, declared by final decree to be a nuisance and 
as such removed.

NOT SO SURE OF LEWIS'S GUILT.

WEAK TESTIMONY AGAINST HIM IN THE 
ROSE AMBLER INQUEST. 

New-Haven, Sept. 27.—The detectives still 
believe that William Lewis murderea Rose Ambler, 
but public confidence in the theory is waning, and 
the testimony brought out at to-day’s inquest will 
not tend to reassure it. Dr. White was ex- 
pected to still further criminate Lewis by 
proving that the stains on the cushion 
of his buggy were human blood, but he de- 
stroyed that hope by swearing that he 


believes them to be molasses or some other 
saccharine matter. The blood stain on Rose’s hat 
is, he says, eight months old. Boston White is 
again absolved. the doctor having examined skin 
and hair taken from bis hand and compared them 
with the particles found under Rose's nails. They 
differ materially. 

Blacksmith John Powell swore that about three 
weeks before the murder he met Lewis and hada 
talk with him about his new house and the time 
he would get married. Lewis said he was building 
the house to rent. The blacksmith heard a carriage 
pass his house about 11:80 o’clock on the nigat of 
the murder. 

George Smith, the Sheiton groceryman, testified 
that when Lewis first told him about the murder 
he said he knew who did the job. “ Well, if you 
krow, I should think a man in your position would 
tell," said the witness. ‘*I don’t want to now.” 
saia Lewis. ‘* It will all be developed by and by.”’ 
A few days later witness met Lewis at the hBir- 
minghbam station and asked him again why he did 
not tell who committed the murder. “I don’t want 
to now,” was his response, “ but I'll bet $1,000 if I 
was in Stratford now I could put my hand on the 
man,.”’ 

Next to Medical Examiner White, Norman Am- 
bier, the divorced husband of Rose, was the most 
important witness to-day. When placed upon the 
stand he said his cousin, Wil! Lewis, had been the 
means of breaking up his home, and if it had sot 
been for him ne and Rose would have been 
living happily together now. “Lewis came 
between us and roboed me of my wife's love.” 
he said, ip a broken voice, “I told him to leave 
meand my home alone, and repeatedly ordered 
him away from the bouse, but I could not get rid 
of him. I forbade my wife meeting him or going 
out with him, but it was of no use. At 
last, when I found that Rose was in the habit 
of leaving her bed and going off to ride with 
Lewis, we came to an open rupture, and | told her 
she must choose between her husband and the 
man wbo seemed to be her accepted lover. She 
told me to my face that she did not care for me 
and would go with my cousin. After this she left 
my home, and went to her father’s home to live.” 

As Ambler said this be broke down completely 
and sobbed alond. “If I were on my death-bed,” 
he said, “and going before my Creator, I would 
solemnly swear that Will Lewis has broken rp my 
home ana blasted my life. Untilhe became inti- 
mate with Rose we lived happily, and she was a 
model wife. She wasa cood girl, but fickle. J be- 
lieve that Lewis knows who killed her.”’ After

THE COLORED CONVENTION | 


IT ADJUURNS AFIER ADOPTING 
AN ADDRESS TO THE PEOPLE. 
CONGRESS URGED TO APPROPRIATE MONEY 
FOR SOUTHERN &SCHOOLS—~NO POLITICAL 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 

LOUISVILLE, Sept. 27.—The National Cen- 
vention of Colored Men adjourned suddenly last 
midnight, after adopting three series of resolutions 
on education, labor, and civil rights. No political 
resolutions were incorporated, and the convention 
acted upon none of those proposed. The Commit- 
tee on Iducation urged Congress to appropriate 

7,000,000 for Southern public schools, to be ap- 
plied under conditions which shalt give to every 


illiterate community its just proportion of the 
amount, 

The Committee on Labor reported a plan for the 
encouragement of colored laborin the South by 
inducing capitalists to invest in farms upon 
which colored men may settle, and which they 
may acquire by the frults of their labor. It de- 
manded also that the colored man should receive 
for his work equal pay with the white man for the 
same labor. The report requested Congress to 


summon biack witnesses before its labor eom- 
mittees, and to make inquiry into the eondition of 
black labor in the South. 

The address adopted by the convention was as 
follows: 


Tne National Convention of Colored Men assem- 
bled respectfully present the following as embracing 
and presenting their views and sentiments: 

First—‘hat we ure graterul for and rejoice in the 
miraculous emaacipation that came to our race 20 

e4rs ago. The shock of embattied arms was the 

ullaby of anation born inaday. We canuot forget 

the great sacrifice of the women and heroic men who 
made possible the struggle in which treason and 
slavery were consigned to a common sepulchre, nor 
would we be unmindfulof the measure of devotion 
and patriotism that the white and colored soldiers 
rendered the Nation. 

Second—That we are not insensible to the fact that 
the Congrees of the United States has spread upon the 
statute books meen J laws calculated to make us secure 
in our rights as citizens, nor would we be forgetful of 
the magnificent amendments to the Constitution in- 
tended to render forever impossible the crime of 
human slavery. 

Third—We do not ask for any more class'‘legisiation. 
We have had enough of this, But we do believe that 
many of the laws intended to secure to us our rights 
as citizens are nothing more than dead letters. In the 
Southern States, almost without exception, the col- 
ored people are denied justice ‘in the courts, denied 
the fruit of their honest labor, defrauded of their po- 
litical rights at the bailot-box, shnt out from learning 
trades, cueated out of their civil rights by inn-keepers 
and common carrier companies, and left by the States 
to an inadequate opportunity for education and gen- 
eral improvement, 

Fourth—We regard the labor question, education, 
and sound moral training paramount to ali other 
questions. We believe that these questions, espe- 
cially in the South, need recasting, anda that the plan- 
tation credits and mortgage system should be abol- 
ished; that honest labor should be remunerated; that 
the landholders of the South should recognize that 
this ques'ion is to be solved by encouraging the ne- 
og to industry, to frugality, and to business habits 

y inciting them to babits of thrift, by assisting 
them to acquire an interest in the soil, by paying 
them honest wages for honest work, and by making 
them contented and happy in the land of their nativi- 
ty. The white men and owners of the soii in the 
South can settle the question of lavor and capital be- 
tween the white and the black. 

lifth—We believe in a broad, comprehensive ays- 
tem looking toward the eaucation of young colored 
nie 80 that they may become intelligent and faith- 

ul women, and of young colored boys, that they may 
learn trades and become useful men and good citi- 
zens. The religious and moral training of the youth 
of our race should not be neglected. The hope of 
every people is in adherence to sound, social, logical, 
and ethical principles. The moral element in the 
ehuracter, is of greater value than wealth or educa- 
tion, aud this must he fostered by the family and en- 
couraged by the puipit. 

Sizth—The failure of the Freedman’s Savings Bank 
and Trust Cowpany Is a marvel of ourtime. It was 
established to receive the earnings of persons hereto- 
fore heid in bondage and the descendants of such 
persons. It was established by the Government and 
thought to be solvent. In changing its charter the 
Trustees transcended their autnority, and thereby 
made themselves liable. The Government, in appoint- 
ing special machinery to close the insolvent insticu- 
tion, violated the United States statutes on bank- 
ruptcy, and should therefore reimburse the creditors 
of the bank. 

Seventh—The distinction made between white and 
black troops In the regular army is un-American, un- 
just, and ungrateful. White men can enter apy 
branch of the service, while colored men are confined 
to the cavalry and infantry services, and in the ap- 
pointment of civilians to the regular army we believe 
it the duty of the resident to consider the claims of 
the colored men. This distinction is carried into the 
navy as well. 

itghth—Iit is notour province to dictate the policy 
of the Government on the action of our fellow citi- 
zens In the several States. it is a matter that their 
circumstances, patriotism, and needs shoula shape. 

Ninth—Asa@a race struggling and contending for our 
political and civil rights, We are not unmindful of 
the efforts of Ireland to gain her rights, and we ex- 
tend to our Irish friends our profound sympathy and 
beat wishes. 

Tenth—We earnestly desire the abolition of the 
chain-gang convict system and the admission to trade- 
unions of men of our race and to employment in 
commercial pursuits. 

Hieventh—In nearly every State in the Union, both 
North and South, our race are not allowed to enter 
freely into the trades or gain employment in the 
higher waiks of life. This is unwortbyof our institu- 
tions and hurtful to the reputation of our country at 
home and abroad. 

A National Executive Committee was appointed 
and organized to-day by electing W. A. Pledger. 
of Georgia, Chairman. Great satisfaetion is ex- 
pressed by colored men at the outcome of the 
meeting, and because it avoided any political utter- 
ance.

ELEOTED AS ASSITANT BISHOP,

THE BEV. DR. HENRY ©. POTTER CHOSEN 


TO HELP BISHOP POTTER, 


At the assembling of the Episcopal Conven- 
tion, in St. Avgustine’s Chapel, yesterday morning, 
the first business was the election of a Secretary. 
The Rev. Dr. Eigenbrodt, who has served since 
1854, absolutely declined to be renominated, and 
resigned beth the Secretaryship and bis position 
on the Standing Committee. There were elght 
candidates for the office, for whom 249 votes were 
cast. The Rev. Dr. Francis Lobdell received 145 


votes, and was declared elected. Mr. James Potts, 
the tormer Treasurer, was re-elected. 

In the meantime the convention had proceeded 
to make nominations for Assistant Bishop. Five 
minutes were spent in silent prayer for Divine 
guidance. The Rey. Dr. Wiiliam F. Morgan, of St, 
Thomas's Church, nominated the Rey. Dr. Henry C. 
Potter, Rector of Grace Church. Dr. Potter at 
once said: ‘‘l am profoundly sensible of the very 
great honor which my brother has done me. Iam, 
however, constrained to say that I am unable to 
see that it is my duty to acquiesce In the nomina- 
tion or in the use of my nawe in this connection.” 
Dr. Potter’s speech was received in silence, and 
then the Rev. Dr. Noah Hunt Schenck, of St. Ann's, 
Brooklyn, was nominated. His name was quickly 
followed by those of the Rev. Dr. Mor- 
gan Dix, the Rev. Dr. Thomas F. Davies, 
the Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, the Rev. Dr. 
Eugene A. Hoffman, Deau of the General 
Theological Seminary; the Rev. Dr. William J. 
Seabury, the Right Rev. Dr. Daniel S. Tuttle, Mis- 
sionary Bishop of Montana: the Rev. Dr. Edward 
Harwood, the Rev. Dr. William R. Huntington, the 
Kev. Dr, Henry Y. Satterlee, the Rev. Dr. George 
Leeds, the Rev. Dr. Cornelius E. Swope, and the 
Rev. Dr. Philander K.Cady. The following tellers 
were appointed: Clerical vote—Tae Rey. Clarence 
Buel and the Rev. Henry L. Morris. Lay vote 
—The Rev. H. P. Hitchings, Mr. Effingham H. 
Nichols. After these nominations the Rev. Dr. 
Charles C. Tiffany said that, in spite of Dr. Potter’s 
declining, de desired to place his name once more 
in nomination. Dr. Potter said that he felt that he 
had expressed bis wishes distinctiy. The Secretary 
said: ** The convention is informed that a number 
of Dr. Potter’s friends insist on his nomination, 
and his name will therefore come before the con- 
vention.”’ 

The rolls of the clergy and the parishes were 
then called, the delegates depositing their ballots 
in alphabetical order. While the tellers were en- 
gaced in counting the vote the convention ad- 
journed for luncheon, after which the result of the 
first ballot was announced. It stood as follows:

Lay Vore—112; necessary to a choice, 57; Dr. Potter, 
50; Dr. Dix, 24; Dr. Satterlee, 11; Dr. ‘uttle, 6; Dr. 
Swope, ¢: Dr. Hoffman, 3; Dr. Seabury, 3; Dr. Gal- 
laudet, 2;{Dr. Ritchie, 2: Dr. Davies, 2; Dr. Cady, 1; Dr. 
Houghton, 1; Dr. Humtingion, 1; Dr. Harwood, 1; Dr. 
Leeds, 1. 

On the second ballot the clergy gave 74 votes for 
Dr. Potter and 45 for Dr. Dix, 82 votes being neces- 
sary forachoiee. The laymen cast 110 votes, 56 
being necessary to achoice. Dr. Potter received 
57 and Dr. Dix 28. There was, of course, no elec- 
tion. Before proceeding to a third ballot the Rev. 
Dr. Satterlee withdrew his name, requesting his 
friends to vote for Dr. Potter. Stephen B. Nash 
stated that he was authorized to withdraw the 
name of Dr. Dix. A third ballot was taken. 
resulting in the election of Dr. Potter’ by a 
vote of 87 by the clergy ana 76 by the 
laymen. Dr. Swope received the next highest 
number, 49,from the clergy and 17 from the laity. 
On motion of Dr. Elgenbrodt the eleetion was 
made unanimous, and a committee of two clergy- 
men and two layman was appointed to inform Dr. 
Potter of his election. The Standing Committee 
was ordered to take measures for his consecration. 
The testimonial certificate will be signed by the 
clergy and laity at this morning’s session of the 
convention. 

The election of Dr. Potter to the position of As- 
sistant Bishop entitles nim, according to the canons 
of the church, to succeed the present Bishop. As 
the newly made assistant will have to take upon 
himself nearly all, if not quite all, the duties of the 
Bishop, he will have to give up his position as 
Rector of Grace Church. The Rev. Dr. Potterisa 
son of the late Bishop Alonzo Potter, of Penn- 
sylvania. He was born in Svhenectady, and 
is 48 years old. He was educated at the 
Episcopal Academy, Philadelphia, Union Col- 
lege, where he received the degree of M. 
A.. and at the Theological Seminary of 
Virginia, from which he was graduatea 
in 1857. In the same year he was ordained a Deacon 
and called to the charge of Christ Church, Greens- 
burg, Westmoreland County, Penn. He remained 
there unti] May, 1859, when he accepted a eall from 
St. John’s Cbhureh, Troy. In 1862 he was ealled to 
Christ Church, Cincinnati, but declined. In the 
Spring of 1863 he was offered the Presideney 
of Kenyon College, Ohio, and in the same 
year the Rectorship of St. Paul's Chureh, 
Albany, but he declined both. In May, 
1866, he accepted a call to be  assist- 
ant minister at Trinity Church, Boston. He re- 
mained there until May, 1868, when he succeeded 
the late Rev. Dr. Thomas H. Taylor as Rector of 
Grace Church, in this City. Dr. Potter has pub- 
lished the following works: “ Thirty Years Re- 
newed,” **Our Threefold Victory,” ** Young Men’s 
Christian Associations and Their Work,” “ The 
Chureh and the Children,” ‘‘ The Religion for To- 
day.” He received the degree of D. D. from Unien 
College in 1865. He is regarded as a strong man in 
the Episcopal Church, anda number of members of 
the convention said there was no doubt that bis 
election would give great and general satisfaction. 
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JESSE JOHNSON FOR JUDGE. 


NOMINATED BY THE REPUBLICANS OF THE

This singular 
action again aroused suspicion. Mr. Richardson 
sent bis porter upon the south side of the street 
to watch the expressman, and he bimself followed 
him on the north side.

It 
astupid operation on my part to give the 
jheck toa perfect stranger, and I consider myself 
jortunate in having escaped from the hands of the 
tharpers, who undoubtedly intended to raise my ! 
ebeck,” said Mr. Richardson yesterday.
